cial health board, presented many de¬ 
tails of the contemplated .-rheme, 
which was a co-operative effort of 
numicipalities, with twenty-five per 
<fc Tit of the cost paid by the Rockefel¬ 
ler Foundation and a like amount by 
the province. The proposed area of 
the unit would include High River, 
Okotoks, Vulcan, Blackie/' Nanton, 
Cayley, and the territory surround¬ 
ing. The staff would consist of one 
physician, trained in special health 
service; two public nurses, or one _ 
nurse and one sanitary inspector, and 
clerical staff- The upkeep of such la 
unit, which would serve a population 
of fourteen thousand or more, would 
amount to approximately ten thous¬ 
and dollars a year. Briefly, the ac¬ 
tivities would consist of, child welfare 
examination of all children at least 
annually, efforts to prevent spread of 
disease, investigation of spread of 
contagious diseases; holding of clin¬ 
ics for examination of middle-aged; 
public health education; immuniza¬ 
tion of children to disease; inspection 
of food supplies. Vulcan will yet be 
required to say what they are pre¬ 
pared to do about this thing.

WHAT IS ANGER 

What is anger? It is exactly the 
same as throwing a machine into 
high speed. Sudden, unexpected and 
outrageous demands are made on the 
heart, the lungs, the muscles and 
nerves.

AIRGUNS ILLEGAL FOR MINORS 

We have been requested to call at¬ 
tention to the law that minors un¬ 
der 16 years are-forbidden to have 
airguns as well as any other gun or 
pistol, and that anyone who gives or 
Sells an airgun or ammunition for 
one of any minor under 16 years of 
age is liable to prosecution. Sec 119 
of the Criminal Code of Canada says: 
“Everyone is guilty of an offence and 
liable on summary conviction to a 
penalty not exceeding fifty dollars 
who sells any firearm or gives or 
sells any pistol or airgun, or any am¬ 
munition therefor, to a minor under 
the age of sixteen years unless he 
establishes to the satisfaction of the 
justice before whom "he is charged 
that he used reasonable diligence in 
endeavoring to ascertain the age of 
the minor, before making such sale 
or gift and that he had good reason 
to believe that such minor was not 
under the age of sixteen years.” 

SPEAKS ON ADVERTISING 

W. E. Lord, prominent Red Deer 
business man spoke to the weekly 
newspaper publishers of Alberta as¬ 
sembled in convention at Lethbridge 
recently on “The Merchants Views on 
Advertising.” Given a satisfactory 
subscription list in the local trading 
zone, there was no moi'e effective 
medium of advertising than the news 
paper, he said. He was of the opin¬ 
ion that it would pay any merchant 
to spend up to fifty per cent, of the 
rental value of his premises. “It is 
essential to advertise regularly and 
consistently and by the latter I mean 
62 times a year in your newspapers,” 
said Mr. Lord. “With the exception 
of millinery, I know of no line of 
merchandise that will permit of 
slackening between seasons, unless 
the merchant would face the dull sea¬ 
son then that he fears.” Mr Lord 
also told the publishers that they 
chuld return home with a message of 
asS^ranoe to the small merchant that 
if he knows his line, he has nothing 
to fear from the inroads of the chain 
store. 


DISTRESS SIGNALS 

It has been suggested by the Lon¬ 
don Opinion, that motorists would do 
well to have a system of flag signals, 
like yachts, to be hoisted at need, 
giving an indication of the intention 
and predicament of the motorists. 
For example a yellow pennant, mean 
ing “This is my first car ” Yellow 
pennant with blue squares “This is 
my first time alone.” A black flag 
with skull and crossbones “Come for 
a- race.” ' Red and black flag “My 
brakes won’t work.” Red and green 
“My steering is uncertain.” The 
yellow quarantine flag indicates “I 
am slightly intoxicated.” Fine sig¬ 
nals might be arranged meaning “I 
have no gas,’’ “Meeting in the back 
seat,” etc. Then as the greatest trir 
umph a large square flag of red sig¬ 
nifying “My wife is driving.” 

A SERMONETTE

Clarence Darrow, the famous 
American lawyer who is an avowed 
agnostic, says ffiere is nothing for 
him now but work, and after that 
forgetfulness. Faith, or lack of 
faith, like that, is no asset. If he 
cannot offer something better,, he 
should refrain from his attempt to 
destroy the faith of those who hold 
to the Christian belief of a life of 
bliss beyond the grave. Even if it 
turn out to be delusion, it is better 
than the despair of the “intellectual” 
since it helps the believer to live and 
helps him also to die. There may be 
faith in honest doubt as Tennyson 
says, but the doubt that takes away 
the crutches of a cripple and gives 
him nothing in return but work, and 
after that forgetfulness, is futile if 
not dishonest. 

THRIVES ON DISAFFECTION *' 

The Labor M.P. from England who 
told Canadians how to hold up the 
employers appeared to think that the 
movement in Britain was a success 
and that Labor unions in Canada 
would never succeed until they adopt¬ 
ed the method, viz. putting Labor 
are not so sure that the scheme work 
ed so successfully in Britain. At 
any rate, -the Labor government did 
not last long. But this Labor M.P 
is satisfied with conditions that pro¬ 
duce his species, even though it may 
not produce a majority. He is glad 
to think that the unemployed who 
came to Canada are dissatisfied. He 
helps to make them so and to broad¬ 
cast their dissatisfaction. If they 
have to return to Britain, they will 
return dissatisfied with the govern¬ 
ment that assisted them to come, and 
probably vote Labor. 

THE SPIRIT MEDIUM 

Dr. Conan Doyle says that he has 
had communication with Joseph Con¬ 
rad and that the departed novelist 
wants Doyle to finish a book which 
he was writing when death interrupt¬ 
ed. Doyle says it is an impossible 
task for him as it is not the sort of 
work to which he could do justice. 
Conrad knew his trade pretty well 
and we have to marvel that he should 
as an author have made such a choice 
of finisher. Dr. Doyle also claims to 
have had communication^ with Earl 
Haig two days after the Earl’s death, 
which he forwarded to the bereaved 
family without eliciting a response. 
Wonder if he knows why? He is 
thoroughly sincere, and allthat, but he 
shouldn’t allow his communications 
to corrupt good manners. 


PUBLICITY OF CRIME 

I There are son)e good people, with 
the best of motives, we admit, who 
are against newspapers reporting 
crimes. If this is made to apply to 
refraining as far as possible from go¬ 
ing into gruesome details and from 
creating anything in the way of sen¬ 
sationalism there would be some ar¬ 
gument to the objection. We have 
only to read what newspaper public¬ 
ity has done in the arrest of the par¬ 
ties wanted in what is known as the 
Riverside farm murders in California 
to recognize what this publicity 
meant in the interests of law and 
justice, even though the crimes have 
t to be brought home to those alleged 
to be guilty of them. This is a re¬ 
cent instance of how the newspapers 
have served society, and if we look 
j into the history of the arrest of 
| criminals we cannot but recognize 
I the great use publicity given to crime 
I has played. In what publicity has 
done in bringing those responsible 
for crimes to book, the newspapers 
have been of immense aid. This is a 
different thing to dishing up naus¬ 
eous details. Apart from this, fear 
of publicity is often a greater deter¬ 
rent of crime than the penalties 
attached to it. There are two sides 
' to the question when it comes to the 
publicity of crime. It is not so much 
publicity as the way of handling the 
publicity of crime. Here the newspa¬ 
per undoubtedly has a responsibility 
and it is a responsibility which the 
big majority of newspapers realize. 
It is a different thing to withholding 
all publicity of crime when we view 
the part publicity has taken in the 
detection of crime.—Lethbridge Her¬ 
ald. • - 

STRONG* ON RESOLUTIONS 

The annual denominational confer¬ 
ences are considered important 
enough for a column or two of daily 
newspaper space, but the clerical del¬ 
egates think the views they express 
and the resolutions they adopt are im 
portant enough to'justify more space. 
They “resolute” on peace and war, 
the social evil, marriage and divorce, 
and all the things that “challenge,” a 
favorite but hard-worked word with 
them Some of them come out‘solid¬ 
ly, year after year, for bone-dry pro¬ 
hibition although year by year the 
public pronounces against it. The 
lay delegates know more about this 
particular subject than' the clericals 
do but for some reason they “fall” 
for the views of the clergy. Crom¬ 
well besought the Presbyterians of 
his day in the name of the Lord, to 
reflect that ’ it was possible they 
might be wrong. His admonition was 
wasted, as it would be today on sev¬ 
eral denominational gatherings, 
world. Those are the things that can 
be adjusted if we Will eliminate for a 
while strong party spirit in our po¬ 
litical activities. What we desire is 
not to drift away from you, to sever 
our connection, or even to loosen the 
bonds. What we all desire is to be 
drawn closer together, to know one 
another better, to have common aims 
and ambitions, to teach the rising 
generations of our children that the 
great objective in life must be to 
make a contribution to the strength¬ 
ening of the fibre and virility of the 
greatest force for good that the 
world has ever known ” 

FERGUSON’S SPEECH

Not 
only have you the strength of-> out¬ 
posts strategically placed all over 
the world, but you have all the diver¬ 
sity of climatic and economic condi¬ 
tions, and that, if properly husbanded 
Will guarantee us a diversity of pro¬ 
duction that will make us invulner¬ 
able against any country in the

THE FARMER GROciR 

Writer Tells Experience of Farmer 
Who Became a Grocer 

Farmers who hanker for an oppor- , 
tunity of giving up the farm for a j 
commercial career might well ponder 
the experience of a writer in the 
Ohio Stockman and Farmer who tells j 
how, one day, a few years ago, he 
took some onions to the grocer with I 
whom he dealt and was paid seven 
cents a pound for them. An hour la- j 
I ter he saw his onions displayed,con-| 
spicuously in front of the store, at 
fifteen cents per pound, and his 
wrath rose. He had heafd a great 
deal about middlemen and the enor¬ 
mous profits they make, hut never 
before had he experienced such high- j 
way robbery, at legist that is what he 
called it to himself. Shortly after he I 
had a chance to trade his farm for a 
flourishing grocery store and a big- 
house in a little country town and 
two thousand ^iollars to "boot. He 
turned middleman on the spot. The 
owner was old and wanted to retire, 
as the life was too strenuous for him. 
At least that was the reason the 
storekeeper gave for wanting the 
farm. He could rent that out, but 
he couldn’t rent -a grocery store, 
he said 

The faring- turned middleman 
bought onions at seven cents per 
pound and sold them at fifteen. He 
bought green peas from "the farmers 
| and sold them for twice as much as 
| he paid. But between buying and 
selling hangs a tale. The peas shriv- 
I elled anddecreased in weight and 
the onions rotted because of poor 
weather -conditions, so that he was 
thankful to come out even on both.' 
He found that green vegetables are 
j the most risky things ofi earth, un¬ 
less it be fruit. You can lose all the 
1 profit for a week oft other things by ! 
having a few crates of berries turn 
soft before you can sell them or peas' 
get slimy and unsaleable! in the hot 
weather. Als.p he found that many 
people buy their, non-perishable gro¬ 
ceries at the chain stores and expect 
the regular man to carry fr-uit and 
vegetables for them. He discovered 
that trade in country towns is shot to 
pieces by mail-order houses and 
chain stores. He had always dealt 
with one- grocer for everything - and 
supposed others did-the same. He 
learned about had debts, and could 
see from his window people who ow¬ 
ed him money planking down cash in 
the chain stores because they-had to. 
The lovely big house that went with 
the store became a nightmare for his 
wife to care for, besides the expense 
of upkeep, for she had to help in the 
store right along. They could not af¬ 
ford to hire high-priced incompetent 
clerks, even with doubling their mon¬ 
ey on peas and onions, as their 
friends reminded them continually 
they were doing. Many a night his 
; wife remained up till midnight trying 
to save the good parts of spoiling 
fruit. He, himself sorted berries un- 
til he never wanted to eat any rpore 
I all his life. Besides all that lie had 
! to subscribe to this, contribute to 
| that, until the burden grew to be a 
I real menace. “You have to he a 
| good fellow,” the committee announ- 
j ces as it waits on the merchants. 

I Now the writer wishes to know of 
I a farmer who wishes to trade a well- 
improved farm in a good location— 
j for that is what he left,!—for a large 
.| fine looking brick house and grocery 
j store! in a thriving town. His reason 
for wishing to trade is that his 
j health demands that he go back to 
| the country as quickly as possible. 
He doesn’t wish to be asked anything 
about taxes or bad debts or fifteen 
hours of daily work He wants to 
“swap jobs” with a farmer who is 
“tired of the drudgery of farming” 
and all that he, himself, used to com 
plain about. He has tried being a 
middleman long enough.— Farmer's 
Sun.

YUKON GAME WARDENS 

| Nine men serve as game wardens 
j for the Yukon—an area one fifth as 
i large as the United States—and 
they enforce the law. They have had 
to fight the prejudice of the profes¬ 
sional hunter who looks upon all 
game as his and resepts any regula-- 
tions. To’police the territory it has 
j been divided into nine districts, the 
j smallest 360 miles across, the biggest 
1600 miles long. Under unregulated 
conditions, the fur supply was visibly 
dwindling. So in 1925 regulations 
were established with closed season 
on marten and heaver and reduced 
bag limits on others. Convictions-for 
violations resulted in 96 ,per cent 
wins for the wardens with heavy pen 
alties. Later the regulations were 
strengthened by a rule requiring ev¬ 
ery legally taken beaver and marten 
to be presented for inspection ami an 
affidavit taken on the legality of the 
catch. Though the dangers of travel 
are great yet the wardens are ever 
active. Lately they have taken to 
flying and several air lines are in op¬ 
eration. The Introduction of rein¬ 
deer, into Alaska has greatly lessen¬ 
ed game hunting amongst Eskimo 
and Indian.

FRENCH FOLK-SONG * j 

In a recent article on Canadian 
Folk Songs in the New York Times, 
the history of French-Canadian folk 
songs is traced for tfiree centuries 
back, to the present day. In the 
Canadian backwoods and in the habi¬ 
tant farmhouse, or amongst the fish¬ 
ing fleets of Gaspe, these songs are 
today sung, practically unchanged 
for 300 years. 'In the article, tribute 
id paid to ' Murray' Gibbons and M. 
Barbeau, for translating so many of 
these chansons into English. Six 
thousand of these songs have been 
collected in the National Museum at 
Ottawa. And - every year there are 
Spring music festivals held in Quebec 
to popularize and perpetuate the folk 
son. The Canadian National Museum 
the National Gallery and the Ar¬ 
chives of Canada ape hack of these 
festivals. 

THE “PLANT Pil l.”. 

A “plant pill’ has been, perfected 
by Dr. Gericks of California, which 
when dropped into a bottlp of water 
will keep roses, sweet peas,- etc. 
blooming in the house through win¬ 
ter months. In the case of roses,-cut 
tings may be taken from the garden 
in August and placed in a two quart 
jar. The open top is covered witli 
cardboard, through which the stem 
of the cutting is passed. The jar is 
half filled with water, and is main¬ 
tained at the original height—never 
changed. The pill is, dropped.In. The 
roots will grow and the plant bloom 
at a period from sixty days to six 
months hence, depending on the var¬ 
iety of flower. Sweet peas planted 
in jars in the same way in October 
will bloom in January. Zinnias, as¬ 
ters, pansies, also. Indoor vegetable 
gardens may produce all year. It is 
expected that this “plant pill” will 
be on the market soon, when it may 
be procured at any drug store

USING MUSCLES 

You can't stoop and expect your j 
arm muscles, assisted by the hack, to 
lift heavy weights. The weight at 
the end of the arms is at the end of 
a long lever with a fulcrum at the 
hips, and the mechanical disadvan¬ 
tage is terriffic. - In order to pick up 
a heavy weight, you should squat 
with the back kept straight, grasp 
the object and then straighten. The 
whole work is done by the legs and 
the leg muscles are designed for just 
such work The strongest muscles 
in the body are the thighs, and next 
come the shoulder muscles. All 
heavy- labor, should thus he "handled 
by thighs and shoulder. Another rule 
is to get as close to the object as pos¬ 
sible, as. in working with a wheel¬ 
barrow. Get the weight on top of 
your body if possible. A sack of flour 
heavy plank, etc., should always he 
carried across the shoulder. Always 
use the thigh muscles. Few people J 
know even how to get out of a chair j 
rightly. They depend on their small | 
muscled arms to lift them out. In- i 
stead, the feet should be almost di- | 
rectly under th«- body, and then it | 
needs only a slight forward move¬ 
ment of the trunk and a straighten¬ 
ing of the legs, to he in upright posi¬ 
tion. Some - small people, by using 
the strong muscles can accomplish 
much more than larger ones. >

Tnus 
has there been a delay of making re¬ 
cords in this medium of an interesting 
and important evfent, in connection 
with which Lethbridge, the city of 
the south, has by cheerful and gener¬ 
ous hospitality cinched the friendship 
and merited the praise of an appre¬ 
ciative people. Definitely, this event 
was the annual convention of the Al¬ 
berta Division of the Canadian Week¬ 
ly Newspaper Association. 

Vulcan had its representation on 
this occasion, and when The Advocate 
man made a start on the journey 
south he was pleased to convey the 
greetings of Mr. Jimmy Ross to for¬ 
mer business associates in the city, 
and to carry messages of remem¬ 
brance to Odd Fellows, Masons and 
Elks who had 1 made friends in Vulcan 
on the occasion of lodge visits to this 
town. When on a trip of this kind 
the first courtesy that comes to the 
newspaper man is from the transpor¬ 
tation companies, and in this case the 
Canadian Pacific Railway. After 
boarding the Spokane flyer at about 
one-in the morning, and when the 
train had passed out of the brilliancy 
of the Vulcan lighting system, the 
' first greeting was from the conductor, 
the courteous and genial Sam Hays, 
who was prompted by the peculiar 
tickets collected to make the observa¬ 
tion that he had on board some 
eighteen or twenty more passengers 
of the kind. Not much can be seen 
from the car window at night, but the 
change of the year was quite appar¬ 
ent, for the several towns along the 
line, instead of the former station oil 
lamps, are now indicated by a com¬ 
munity of electric lights. Thanks to 
the enterprise of the Calgary Power 
Company. There was a slow-down as 
the train sped on in the night, and 
this proved to be for crossing the pew 
steel bridge at Carmangay, which is 
just at completion, and which in some 
respects will share to a'degree the 
world distinction which attaches to 
the wonderful steel bridge at I.eth- 
bridge.

Keeping pace with the rail¬ 
way bridge improvement, highway 
authorities are constructing a fine 
new section of the circuitous, road 
route through the well known coulee 
at this point. Kipp station has dis¬ 
appeared and the trainman call is now 
“Coalhurst.”

Vulcan Dealers 
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The reference to bridges revives a 
memory of the writer, who was one 
of an excursion party 'of three or four 
hundred from High River, and guests 
of the Lethbridge Board of Trade, 
who had the distinction of.being first 
to cross over the new bridge on a 
passenger train. All were taken over 
and on the slopes to the river on the 
other side were entertained to refresh¬ 
ments of a variety and satisfying 
kind. After that there was a la¬ 
crosse match of the kind' that has 
made the old days famous. Gen. 
(Doc.) Stewart is one well remembered 
of the Lethbridge stick artists. 

Just a block or two in an auto and 
the destination was reached, being the 
new Marquis hotel, the convention 
headquarters, and certainly with ap¬ 
pointments and service suitable to the 
event. Registration being complete 
at the appointed hour, the first ses¬ 
sion opened, with President F. Turn- 
bull presiding. The civic address of 
welcome was presented by His Wor¬ 
ship Mayor Borrowman, who has the 
distinction of being the first mayor 
under th'e new form of government 
adopted recently by the city. He was 
brief in words, but chief of the Citi¬ 
zens who were indeed long on cobr- 
tesy and hospitality. Reports of oK 
ficers and a discussion of the same, 
and the appointment of committees, 
was the business of the session. 

The feature of the first session was 
the appearance and address of Dr. 
R. C, Wallace, nety president of the 
University of Alberta, among the first 
which he has been permitted to make 
since assuming his high responsibili¬ 
ties in the province. It was esteemed 
as a privilege by Dr. Wallace and as 
a compliment to the association by the 
newspaper men. “Democracy and Ed¬ 
itors’’ was the subject of his address, 
and what he said and the manner in 
which it was said at once created a 
fine impression of the man and will 
command a consideration of views ex¬ 
pressed. The weekly papers had a 
distinct function to perform, that of 
presenting in a dispassionate and in¬ 
terpretative way the affairs of the 
community, the nation and the world. 
It was suggested that the city daily 
might with advantage make a period¬ 
ical digest of the rural opinion, poli¬ 
tical and otherwise, -as expressed 
through the medium of the weekly. 
It would be informative and would 
indicate the feelings of the people* 
outside the popular centres. Educa¬ 
tion did not consist in the teachng of 
facts alone, for that was the lowest 
type of education. The idea stressed 
was to teach * people to think for 
themselves, rather than to be too 
much the student of the theories of 
others. This would make democracy 
safe. 

The first afternoon session was con¬ 
fined to talking shop, in the discussion 
of “Putting the subscription list on a 
cash basis,” by Mr. H. G. MeCrea, of 
Hanna; “Selling commercial print¬ 
ing,” by Mr J. S. Poapst, of Calgary; 
“Advertising from the merchant’s 
standpoint,” by Mr. W. E. Lord, of 
Red Deer. 

The address of Mr. Lord was to a 
degree unique and altogether frank, 
and certainly of value to advertiser 
and publisher, and deservedly appre¬ 
ciated by the hearers. Mr. Ix>rd has 
been a merchant at Red Deer for 
years and one of the most successful 
in the province. His address was 
based on his period of experience. He 
defined the necessity of the newspaper 
in circulation to cover the trading 
area. Printing of the paper must be 
clean and plain, and advertising copy 
closely followed. The publication, 
without exaggeration, should be a 
booster for business and the com¬ 
munity. Advertising should be re¬ 
gular and consistent, and the content 
should be a true reflection of the 
business carried on, with truthfulness 
as the feature. With but very few 
exceptions there is no reason for sus¬ 
pension of advertising, as every week 
and every month creates its demand 
for something the merchant has to 
sell. The quotation of prices (Was 
commended. Mr. I-ord stated that 
his fim had given a lot of money to 
the paper in his town, but the paper 
had made a lot more for the firm. 
Actyertising is a definite and direct 
benefit to the merchant, the public and 
the newspaper. 

The ride to Raymond was a revela¬ 
tion, and the pleasure was presented 
by members of the Lethbridge Board 
of Trade, who provided cars in num¬ 
ber and class sufficient to assure com¬ 
fort and safety. Our party was with 
Mr. McKay, manager of one of the 
city banks, with a knowledge bf the 
territory and a kindly disposition to 
do his bit in. the entertainment’of the 
visitors. The trip included a whirl 
around the drives at the Dominion 
Experimental Farm, and the circling 
of the buildings, where industry., util¬ 
ity and beauty are in splendid com¬ 
bination. Mr. Fairfield, who has for 
years been in charge of this station, 
httw at times visited Vulcan in his 
official capacity and otherwise, and his 
presence at the convention was appre¬ 
ciated. On the way is the famous jail, 
and we who were not losing oppor¬ 
tunity to say a word now and then to 
the good of Vulcan were required to 
'suppress the thought that Vulcan at 
times has had its representatives in 
that institution. There is an exten¬

least the many fields are producing 
great crops. Irrigation ditches are 
numerous in these parts. Grain fields 
evidenced a variation in crops, and 
there was a diversity in harvesting 
methods, ranging from cutting and 
stooking to straight combining. Near¬ 
ing Raymond, wheat gives place to 
beets in many a field, and crops of the 
latter are looking fine. These beets 
are the basic of an industry of which 
all had gladly accepted the opportu¬ 
nity to learn. 

.Sugar is sugar, and after the trip 
to Raymond many of the party went 
home to look at the sack to see if 
they were using the product of the 
factory which they had inspected. 
The large party was divided into 
groups, and each group with a com¬ 
pany or factory official, was directed 
along the process from the beet to 
tlje finished sugar, and in the epurse 
there was to the layman a maze of 
mechanism, reaching from a low base¬ 
ment to a series of elevations that 
made the sightseers dizzy. A running 
description of the methods of manu¬ 
facture was made interesting to the 
visitors,-all of whom were amazed 
At thX immensity of thd 1 plant re¬ 
quired irVwthe m-oduction of one of 
the most used foodstuffs. Sugar is 
one of the most common of commodi¬ 
ties, but how few' there are who in 
the least comprehend its making. 
There is something great to see even 
in southern Alberta. Out of town 
some distance, the factory ha's a lo¬ 
cation of isolation, and this but gives 
view to its gigantic proportions and 
the mighty smokestack towers to a 
height that makes it visible for miles. 
The factory is now being made ready 
for the season’s run, which will com- 
mench early in October. Reception of 
the visitors at the factory was most 
cordial and each was presented with a 
gift box of icing sugar and a souvenir 
sack of granulated. We sent our sack 
to a friend in Ontario. 

It was Timely that a delightful 
banquet should follow an exhilarating 
journey tnW>gh the country, and this 
was tendered by the owners and man¬ 
agement of The IiCthbridgo Herald, 
and was the good-will offering of the 
daily to the weeklies. It was appro¬ 
priate also that the chief articles on 
the card were corn qp the cob from 
fields in the territory, browned pota¬ 
toes out of the hills in local gardens, 
and fried chicken selecftsl from flocks 
in the neighborhood. The menu was 
different, with the added excellence, 
and it was indeed a merry throng 
that did eat and drink and smoke with 
the management and staff of the 
southern daily. Tha menu cards, a 
work of art and a product of The 
Herald printery, included also the 
program, and fche style and material 
were original and decidedly interest¬ 
ing. 

Senator Buchanan, chief of the “or¬ 
ganization, presided, and he certainly 
is a champion at a function of the 
kind. Mayor Borrowman extended 
the welcome and greetings of the city 


in a short and witty speech, and Mr.' 
Houston, representing the board of 
trade, in an interesting manner re¬ 
viewed the history and the enterprise 
of the city and district, the latest ac¬ 
complishment cited being the Mar¬ 
quis hotel, which had made possible 
the standard of the event then being 
held. Dr. Wallace was heard in an 
address that would certainly accom¬ 
plish <the object of introducing the 
University of Alberta to the people" 
of Alberta. This manner of man, 
with a style all his own and a theme 
of democracy presented in a new way, 
made an impression that will surely 
secure support to the provincial in¬ 
stitution and to its new president. 
Mr. A. B. Hogg, barrister, was an¬ 
nounced as a layman x-raying the 
press, and with a humor that was de¬ 
lightful he made an examination that 
revealed many a good thing and sug¬ 
gested a method of avoiding that 
which might not count for best. 
Group singing and orchestra music 
interspersed the entertaining and in¬ 
structive talks, and the stories told 
and a song number .contributed only 
by the Scotch present, made entertan- 
ment extraordinary. It was more 
than eleven when all joned hands. 

President Turnbull, of the News¬ 
paper Association, in acknowledging 
the several messages of greeting, and 
the exceeding great hospitality of 
The I/ethbridge Herald, took occasion 
also to pay just tribute to that publi¬ 
cation as a paper and business organ¬ 
ization, and the guests present gave 
heartj^ endorsation. There is not hr 
I all Canada a like constituency with a 
daily of equal excellence, and that a 
jbigh standard is being so, well rnain- 
jtained and a plant and business so 
| splendidly developed, is evidence of 
support given by a city and district 
to an enterprise recognized as a c«rm- 
|munity asset of great value. It'can 
| here be noted that during the entire 
| period of the convention members of 
this organization were in attendance 
land doing the city a service by giving 
attention and direction to visitors 
within its limits. 

The second morning session of the 
convention was all inside business of 
the trade, discussions resulting from 
addresses presented. "Newspaper 
management” was the subject well 
ami interestingly covered by Mr. F. 
F\ Payne, of The Nelson News, and 
“Selling local advertising” was dealt 
with by Mr. O. L. Spencer, of The 
Calgary Herald. 

The afternoon session (was the wind¬ 
up of what was perhaps the most suc¬ 
cessful convention under these aus¬ 
pices. “Goodwill” was the subject of 
an address by Senator Buchanan, and 
force was given to his statements by 
the kindly performances of the man 
previous to his utterances. To use a 
common exprdision, he practises what 
he preaches. Resolutions were con¬ 
sidered, reports of committees re¬ 
ceived, and unfinished business given 
attention. Then adjournment. 


One of the pleasing and concluding 
features of the convention was a pres¬ 
entation. The editors, in the good 
old-fashione'd way, had chipped-in to 
express -their appreciation of the, vol¬ 
untary service of one of their num¬ 
ber.

Despite the unfav¬ 
orable harvesting weather last season 
the spring of this season of this sea¬ 
son saw record shipmentts. Over 43,-

lows: Wheat 40,353,000 bushels,, and 
oats 2,785,000 bushels, increase of 15 
019,000 bushels, and 2,267,000 bush¬ 
els, respectively. 

After two years experimenting in 
the problems of drying tough and 
damp wheat, without injury to its 
milling and baking content, the Na¬ 
tional Research Council this week an¬ 
nounced that their laboratories had 
completed a satisfying process. With 
regard to the storage of grain, ex¬ 
perimental result.4 show that sound 
grain," stored during the winteY in 
damp condition, does not deteriorate 
Two varieties of grain have been 
tested in .an investigation of protein 
as a grade factor. This has resulted 
in the finding that Parker’s Marquis 
and Hard Federation are inferior in 
baking and milling quality to Mar¬ 
quis. 

The E.D. & B.C. and Central Can¬ 
ada railways, will he in a much bet¬ 
ter position to handle Northern Al¬ 
berta’s large crop this year, than 
last year. With the completion of 
the Whitlaw-Fairvicw and Wembley 
ll.vthe extensions, the government 
lines are favorably situated.
